• 14 FAM 621.3, Continuous Storage of Household Effects: 

Foreign Service employees of the Department of State and the 
Department of Agriculture's Foreign Agricultural Service are now also 
authorized continuous storage of household effects when assigned to 
Washington, DC on an assignment of 1 year or less when such storage 
is determined to be in the public interest or to be more economical to 
the U.S. Government than the cost of shipment.
